A  statement  of  Water  Department  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1974,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  B-2.

REVENUE  SHARING  FUND 

Statement  of  Revenue,  Expenditures,  Encumbrances  and  Fund 
Balance  —  Period  December  1,  1972  to  December  31,  1974:  (Ex- 
hibit G) 

The  activity  in  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  account  for  the  period 
December  1,  1972  to  December  31,  1974  is  disclosed  in  Exhibit  G. 
As  indicated  therein,  there  was  an  overdraft  of  $1,271  in  this  fund 
as  of  December  31.  1974. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  stand- 
ards, and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Tax 
Collector's  records.  Consequently,  the  amounts  of  uncollected  and 
unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  subject  to  any 
changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification 
notices. 

GENERAL  CORIMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Our  examination  covered  primarily  the  financial  activities  of 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1974,  but  also  included  a  review 
of  the  proprietary  accounts  as  of  December  31,  1973.  We  noted 
numerous  departures  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
recommended  for  governmental  entities  of  this  type.  Cited  below 
are  examples  of  administrative  practices  and  related  bookkeeping 
procedures  that  illustrate  the  need  for  improvement  in  the  existing 
financial  management  system  of  the  Town.  In  most  instances,  the 
remedy  to  correct  deficiencies  noted  is  apparent  from  the  nature  of 
the  examples  outhned. 

1.  According  to  R.S.A.  41:15,  the  Selectmen  must  annually 
certify  to  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration  the  several 
appropriations  voted  by  the  Town.  This  certification  is  accom- 
plished by  the  preparation  of  a  document  known  as  the  "Statement 
of  Appropriations  and  Taxes  Assessed"  (Form  DRA  #2).  In  re- 
viewing the  1973  and  1974  certificates,  we  noted  numerous  errors 
between  the  amounts  listed  therein  and  the  actual  appropriations 


voted  by  the  respective  Town  Meetings.  As  a  result  of  such  errors 
in  1973,  taxes  in  the  amount  of  $28,301  were  raised  in  excess  of  the 
total  budgetary  requirements;  in  1974  the  sum  of  $13,885  was  re- 
moved by  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administration  from  the 
statement  of  appropriations  under  authority  of  R.S.A.  41:15  when 
the  tax  rate  was  set. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  exercise  extreme  care 
in  preparing  the  annual  certificate  of  appropriations  to  the  end  that 
the  amounts  included  therein  reflect  only  actual  appropriations 
voted  by  the  Town  or  authorized  under  the  various  applicable  pro- 
visions of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

2.  The  1971  Town  Meeting  voted  to  transfer  the  management 
of  the  Water  Department  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  records 
indicate  that  this  directive  has  not  been  carried  out.  Additionally, 
the  bookkeeping  system  maintained  by  the  incumbent  water  com- 
missioners is  inadequate.  There  are  no  records  maintained  of  fixed 
assets;  there  is  no  accounting  for  inventories  of  consumable  ma- 
terials, supplies  and  equipment.  The  lack  of  such  records  preclude 
the  preparation  of  periodic  or  annual  statements  of  revenue  and 
expense  which  would  disclose  the  results  of  operations.  In  review 
of  individual  water  charges  indicated  by  the  superintendent's  rec- 
ords, we  noted  that  there  were  numerous  differences  between  those 
charges  and  the  amounts  billed  water  users  according  to  the  col- 
lector's records. 

During  the  course  of  this  audit,  we  noted  that  the  Selectmen 
were  in  the  process  of  assuming  control  over  the  Water  Department 
as  directed  by  the  1971  Town  Meeting.  We  strongly  recommend 
that  accounting  records  and  controls  be  established  over  fixed 
assets  and  consumable  materials  and  supplies.  We  also  recommend 
that  a  study  of  the  existing  rate  schedule  be  undertaken  to  deter- 
mine the  adequacy  of  water  rents  charges  billed  to  customers; 
revenues  from  this  source  should  be  suiTicient  to  defray  the  cost  of 
operations.  Finally,  we  recommend  that  appropriate  action  be  taken 
to  effect  collection  of  delinquent  water  rents,  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Department. 

3.  We  noted  that  some  Town  officials  are  paid  their  salaries 
in  advance  of  the  rendering  of  services. 

With  respect  to  the  payment  of  salaries  to  public  officials, 
R.S.A.  31:9-b  provides  as  follows: 

"31:9-b  Time  For  PajTuent.  AU  elected  and  appointed  offi- 
cials of  a  municipal  corporation  shall  be  paid  monies  due  them 
for  services  rendered  as  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  municipality 
from  time  of  election,  or  appointment,  to  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office  for  which  they  are  elected  or  appointed.  Said 
monies  shall  be  paid  after  the  services  have  been  rendered 
either  weekly,  biweekly,  monthly,  quarterly,  semiannually,  or 
annually,  as  agreed  upon  between  the  governing  board  and  the 
officials  involved " 

4.  In  examining  vouchers  paid  during  the  year,  we  noted  sev- 
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eral  instances  wherein  expenditures  were  made  without  proper  sub- 
stantiation. 

The  Selectmen  should  adopt  the  policy  of  authorizing  disburse- 
ments only  when  accurate  and  complete  documentation  of  expendi- 
tures is  made.  Proper  documentation  should  include  itemized 
vendor  invoices,  vouchers,  contracts,  or  other  supporting  documents 
approved  by  departmental  officials  and  properly  annotated  to  pre- 
vent reuse.  Purchase  discounts  should  be  taken  whenever  appli- 
cable. 

5.  We  reviewed  the  individual  employee  payroll  records, 
quarterly  wage  reports  and  W-2  forms  prepared  for  the  Town's 
employees.  There  were  numerous  errors  in  these  records.  It  ap- 
pears from  our  review  that  withholding  taxes  in  the  amount  of  $413 
have  not  been  remitted  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  at  Decem- 
ber 31,  1974.  This  amount  is  included  as  a  town  liability  in  this 
report. 

6.  Planned  use  reports  and  actual  use  reports  of  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  for  the  fifth  entitlement  period  were  not  filed  on  a 
timely  basis  with  the  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing.  As  a  result,  entitle- 
ment payments  due  the  Town  were  withheld.  Likewise,  reports  to 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  on  account  of  the  2%  Bond  &  Debt 
Retirement  Taxes  for  the  years  1970,  1971  and  1972  were  not  filed  on 
a  timely  basis  and  upon  filing  in  some  cases  were  incorrect. 

The  various  bookkeeping  procedures  and  forms  prescribed  by 
this  Division  over  the  years  constitute  a  system  of  internal  con- 
trol for  the  safe-guarding  of  the  Town's  resoui'ces.  Adherence  to 
these  procedures  is  essential  if  adequate  control  is  to  be  main- 
tained over  the  Town's  affairs.  It  is  the  function  of  auditors  to 
review  whether  the  prescribed  procedures  are  being  complied  with. 
However,  reliance  for  adequate  internal  control  should  not  be  made 
wholly  upon  the  audit  function.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
governing  officials  constitute  a  most  important  part  of  this  system 
of  internal  control.  Thus,  it  is  imperative  that  local  officials  in  po- 
sitions of  governing  authority  establish  and  maintain  sound  busi- 
ness policies  and  procedures  and  assume  the  responsibility  for  their 
proper  execution. 
Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that  the 
auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
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Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is 
optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  letter, 
however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Carroll 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds  or  otherwise. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  the 
year  1976  the  air  navigation  facility  known  as  Twin  Mountain  Airport, 
provided  such  facility  is  available  for  public  use  without  charge  and 
the  owner  holds  a  certificate  from  the  N.H.  Aeronautics  Commission 
that  is  necessary  for  an  effective  airways  system.  The  property  to  be 
exempt  from  taxation  shall  include  the  surfaces  maintained  and  avail- 
able for  take-off,  landing,  open  air  parking  of  any  aircraft  and  any 
navigation  or  communications  facility  and  any  passenger  terminal 
building  available  for  public  use  without  charge  pursuant  to  RSA 
72:38  as  inserted  by  1963  79:2. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
receive  and  expend  grants  or  loans  which  may  be  available  from  the 
State  or  Federal  Government,  or  both,  for  any  proper  municipal  pur- 
pose and  to  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  continue  their  efforts 
to  make  and  process  all  appropriate  requests  for  such  funds  and  as- 
sistance with  proper  administrative  agencies  of  the  State  and  Federal 
Governments. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $775.62  for  Class  IV  and  Class  V  Town  Road  Aid.  (The  Town's 
share  to  be  $101.17). 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $496.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  operation  of  the  North  Country 
Council  for  one  year  beginning  July  1,  1976.  These  funds  to  be  used 
for  financing  staff,  office  expenses,  regional  planning,  technical  as- 
sistance to  member  communities,  and  other  programs  of  the  Council. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  State  and  Federal  funds 
available  for  planning  purposes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $563.10  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  pay  said  sum  to  the  White 
Mountain  Region  Association  for  its  program  of  advertising,  etc.  as 
part  of  the  cooperative  investment  by  regional  towns. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000.00  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Twin  Mountain  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce for  use  in  advertising. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,600.00  for  a  1976  Police  Cruiser,  less  trade-in,  and  of  which  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

12.  If  the  vote  on  Article  11  is  in  the  negative,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,400.00  for  repairs  to 
the  old  police  cruiser. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  Town  Police  Department,  such 
appropriation  to  be  made  only  if  matching  funds  are  obtained  from 
the  N.H.  Crime  Commission. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $8,000.00  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  such  sum  to  match  funds 
to  be  received  from  Revenue  Sharing. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  office  of  town  road  agent 
become  elective  rather  than  appointed  and  that  the  voters  in  annual 
Town  Meeting  choose  the  person  to  fulfill  the  obligations  of  this  office. 
(Inserted  upon  petition  of  fifteen  voters). 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Carroll  will  vote  to  transfer  back  to  the 
Carroll  Water  Board  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  management, 
operation  and  finances  of  the  Town  water  system.  (Inserted  on  peti- 
iton  of  twelve  voters). 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  agrees  to  participate  in  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program  by  directing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  complete 
the  eligibility  application  and  submit  the  required  information  to  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administration. 

18.  WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  Carroll  are  subject  to  periodic 
flooding  from  streams  and  rivers,  causing  serious  damages  to  proper- 
ties within  these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  subsidized 
flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Act  of 
1968;  and 


WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require  the 
recognition  and  evaluation  of  fiood  hazards  in  all  official  actions  re- 
lating to  land  use  in  the  floodplain  areas  having  special  flood  haz- 
ards; and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land  use 
and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pursuant  to  New 
Hampshire  RSA  Chapter  31,  36, 156,  and  156A. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Town  Meeting 
hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it  intends  to 
enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having  defined  flood  haz- 
ards, adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with  effective  enforce- 
ment provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910 
of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations;  and 

2.  Vests  the  Planning  Board  with  the  responsibility,  authority,  and 
means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in 
delineating  the  limits  of  the  areas  having  special  flood  hazards  on 
available  local  maps  of  sufficient  scale  to  identify  the  location  of 
building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may  request 
concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  floodplain, 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  state,  and  local  agencies  and  pri- 
vate firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map,  and  identify  flood- 
plain  areas,  and  cooperate  with  neighboring  communities  with  respect 
to  management  of  adjoining  floodplains  in  order  to  prevent  aggrava- 
tion of  existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's  initial 
eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the  progress 
made  during  the  past  year  within  the  community  in  the  develop- 
ment and  implementation  of  floodplain  management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  maintain  for  public  inspection 
and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  elevations  (in  relation  to  mean 
sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or  sub- 
stantially improved  structures  located  in  the  special  flood  hazard 
areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or  more  sides,  the 
elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be  recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its  powers  as  may 
be  reasonable  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the  program. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  building  regulation 
as  follows: 

1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  review  all  building  permit  applica- 
tions for  new  construction  or  substantial  improvements  to  determine 
whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding. 
If  a  proposed  building  site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any 
proposed  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  (including  pre- 


fabricated  and  mobile  homes)  must  (i)  be  designed  (or  modified)  and 
anchored  to  prevent  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the 
structure,  (ii)  use  construction  materials  and  utility  equipment  that 
are  resistant  to  flood  damage,  and  (iii)  use  construction  methods  and 
practices  that  will  minimize  flood  damage. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  have  the  records  of  the  Town 
audited  by  the  Municipal  Accounting  Division  of  the  Department  (rf 
Revenue  Administration  or  by  a  private  auditing  firm  as  the  Select- 
men may  deem  appropriate. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

It  was  hoped  that  by  the  time  this  report  was  written  that  all 
the  goals  and  objectives  that  the  Selectmen  set  forth  to  accomplish 
had  been  completed,  but  unfortunately  with  numerous  other  unfore- 
seen problems  arising  we  were  unable  to  complete  all  that  we  set 
out  to  do.  But  1976  is  another  year  and  we  have  not  lost  sight  of 
these  goals. 

First  and  foremost  we  must  give  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Town  Officers.  Without  then-  cooperation  and  conscientious  effort, 
changes  could  not  have  been  made  so  smoothly.  Working  together  as 
we  have,  we  have  found  what  teamwork  is  all  about.  Special  thanks 
to  our  husbands,  wives  and  families  that  have  had  to  put  up  with 
the  never  ending  lengthy  meetings,  interruptions  of  their  private  lives 
and  just  bearing  with  us. 

The  Town  Hall  is  a  building  we  can  all  be  proud  of.  The  renova- 
tions made  this  year  from  the  inside  of  the  building  to  the  pavement 
in  the  parking  area  was  money  well  spent.  Our  thanks  go  to  the 
Janitors  who  have  given  us  a  clean  and  neat  appearing  building. 
Considering  that  the  building  is  used  seven  days  a  week,  52  weeks  a 
year,  they  have  a  continuous  job  on  their  hands,  but  it  has  been  a 
job  well  done. 

Special  thanks  to  the  Women's  Discussion  Group  for  their  work 
on  the  new  curtains  in  the  Library  and  their  contributions  to  make 
the  bunding  more  attractive.  The  4  H  for  their  efforts  with  flower 
boxes  was  very  much  appreciated. 

The  Selectmen  took  over  the  operation  of  the  Water  Department 
this  year.  New  books  and  records  have  been  set  up.  We  feel  there 
are  inequities  in  the  Water  Rates  and  this  is  one  of  the  goals  that 
we  have  is  to  set  up  a  new  system  for  charges  and  rates.  The  in- 
stallation of  the  new  6"  Water  Line  on  Route  115,  giving  these  resi- 
dents additional  fire  protection  was  a  step  in  upgrading  the  Town's 
Water  System.  We  must  thank  the  residents  of  that  area  for  being 
so  patient  in  the  past  with  all  the  problems. 

The  Budget  Committee  has  been  a  hard  working  group.  Their 
assistance  and  recommendations  in  preparing  the  Budget  has  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

We  are  still  negotiatmg  on  the  new  Town  Dump  site.  We  have 
run  into  numerous  problems  which  has  taken  time  to  have  resolved. 
We  hope  within  the  next  few  months  we  will  have  everything  finalized. 

You  will  notice  this  year  that  we  are  setting  up  a  Department  of 
Public  Works.  This  Department  wUl  incorporate  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment, Water  Department,  Town  Dump,  Cemeteries  along  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  Recreation  Area,  Town  Buildings  and  properties. 
We  hope  that  by  combining  all  these  under  one  Department  that  we 
will  be  able  to  obtain  more  efficiency  in  the  use  of  Town  equipment 
and  manpower. 

The  Selectmen  meet  every  Monday  night  at  7:00  P.M.  The  Secre- 
tary to  the  Selectmen  is  in  their  office  Monday  through  Fridays. 
Hours  are  as  follows:  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  from  1:00  to 
5:00  P.M.  and  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M. 
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Many  questions  and  problems  can  be  handled  through  the  Secretary 
and  if  this  can  not  be  done  then  an  appointment  will  be  set  up  with 
you  and  the  Selectmen  at  their  regular  Monday  Meeting.  Emer- 
gencies are  handled  accordingly.  All  work  orders  for  the  use  of  Town 
Equipment  and  labors  can  only  be  issued  through  the  Selectmen's 
office,  therefore  it  is  advisable  that  all  requests  be  made  this  way. 

We  can  only  take  care  of  problems  that  we  are  aware  of.  Please 
feel  free  to  come  and  talk  to  us,  if  your  problem  is  confidential,  just 
ask  to  meet  with  us  in  private.  Since  all  Selectmen's  Meetings  are 
public,  any  and  all  citizens  or  non  citizens  have  the  legal  ri^t  to 
attend. 

We  wish  we  could  answer  you  as  to  where  we  stand  regarding  the 
pendmg  Court  case  on  Bretton  Woods.  Many  meetings  were  held 
between  us  and  their  representatives  but  the  final  decision  will  rest 
in  the  Courts,  unless  something  unforeseen  changes  the  facts  as  we 
now  see  them. 

The  Audit  on  the  Town  Records  was  indeed  quite  a  learning 
experience.  The  report  of  this  extensive  Audit  is  included  in  the 
Town  Report  and  most  if  not  all  of  their  findings  on  recommended 
procedures  have  been  carried  out.  We  try  not  to  make  mistakes  but 
being  human  we  still  do,  but  with  the  help  of  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  we  are  understanding  the  finer  points  of 
Municipal  Accounting  and  the  laws  that  govern  it.  Believe  me  it  is 
complicated.  The  entire  report  is  not  included  in  the  Town  Report 
but  copies  are  available  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  Selectmen's 
Office  for  your  inspection. 

I  must  admit  there  have  been  many  times  this  past  year  that 
our  patience  was  wearing  thin  and  tempers  were  hard  to  control 
and  we  wondered  why  we  ever  allowed  ourselves  to  get  into  the 
position  we  were  in.  Our  main  goal  is  to  have  a  Town  that  works 
together,  everything  else  will  fall  into  place.  Let  us  make  1976  the 
year  we  take  that  step  forward.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  my  privilege  to  report  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  people  of 
Carroll  this  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  your  Police  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1975. 

Basically  I  feel  that  it  was  an  excellent  year,  considering  the 
financial  and  economic  conditions  that  have  befallen  our  state  and 
country.  The  Town,  even  under  these  adverse  conditions,  has  pro- 
vided this  department  the  manpower  and  equipment  to  do  the  job 
that  apparently  the  community  desires. 

During  the  ensuing  year  I  hope  to  improve  the  reporting  system 
within  the  department  and  update  the  filing  and  records  system. 
An  accurate  and  up-to-date  system  is  essential  and  necessary  to 
insure  the  proper  flow  of  information  and  needs  of  the  department. 

The  traffic  condition,  within  the  business  district  and  the  heavy 
residential  areas  will  still  require  some  measures,  with  reference 
to  speed  and  the  intersection,  to  insure  the  safety  of  our  citizens 
and  the  tourists  who  are  so  very  essential  to  our  community.  The 
speed  area  will  certainly  be  improved  by  the  use  of  the  new  MR7 
Radar  provided  this  past  year,  and  greater  exposure  at  the  inter- 
section definitely  cuts  down  the  accident  rate  there. 

One  problem  that  is  very  critical  and  requires  immediate  im- 
provement, as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  is  the  great  number  of  bi- 
cycles in  use  within  the  community.  Plans  are  already  being  formu- 
lated with  the  help  of  concerned  citizens  and  members  of  this 
department.  A  very  definite  plan  on  regulations,  equipment  require- 
ments and  local  ordinances  to  reenforce  State  Laws  and  proper 
methods  of  operation  will  be  put  into  effect  and  penalties  for  viola- 
tions will  be  enforced  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  cyclist  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  motorist. 

In  closing  this  report  I  feel  that  with  the  continued  patrol  pro- 
cedures now  in  effect  and  the  support  the  Department  receives 
from  the  citizens,  the  Town  of  Carroll  will  continue  to  be  a  Law 
and  Order  community. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Department,  tlie 
Selectmen,  Fire  Department  and  every  citizen  of  Carroll  for  their 
support  and  cooperation.  This  is  the  very  ingredient  that  makes 
your  Police  Department  operate  efficiently.

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THE  FIRE  CHIEF  REPORT  FOR  1975 

In  1975  the  Twin  Mountain  Fire  Department  responded  to  the 
following:  18  Fire  Calls,  3  Traffic  Accidents  (wash  down  oil  spills), 
1  Mutual  Aid  Cover,  5  Emergency  Rescues,  HVe  hours  Burning 
Grass. 

All  new  buildings  and  installation  of  oil  burners  were  inspected 
and  approved  by  the  Fire  Chief. 

Nine  Firemen  participated  in  two  weekend  Fire-Training 
Schools.  One  was  held  at  Lily  Pond  in  Gilford,  N.H.,  and  the  other 
at  Oxbow  Regional  High  School  in  Bradford,  Vt.  These  schools  offer 
training  in  basic  fire  fighting  and  specialized  fire  fighting  techniques. 

Five  men  were  trained  as  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and 
certified  in  Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation.  We  are  now  offering  the 
people  an  Emergency  Medical  Service;  we  wiU  respond  to  Emer- 
gency situations  and  transport  to  a  hospital.  Our  vehicle  is  equipped 
with  equipment  meeting  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  standards  for 
licensing.  To  obtain  this  service  you  may  dial  846-5454,  the  Fire 
Department  Red  Phone. 

Through  a  reciprocating  agreement  we  and  the  Town  of  Beth- 
lehem have,  people  of  Bethlehem  within  the  three-mile  limit  of 
Twin  Mountain  Fire  Station  may  qualify  for  a  reduction  in  their 
fire  insurance  rates. 

Fire  Prevention  must  be  practiced  especially  with  wood-burning 
installations  in  the  home.  Smoke  detectors  and  fire  extinguishers 
should  be  thought  of  and  we  may  assist  in  this  matter.

Reports  to  us  from  the  medi- 
cal and  hospital  staff  of  the  area  acknowledge  the  help  this  effort 
on  our  part  has  been  to  them.  We  are  continuing  to  consult  with 
school  personnel  and  provide  follow-up  counselling  care.  We  con- 
tinue to  service  people  directly  so  as  to  prevent  admissions  to  the 
New  Hampshire  Hospital  from  your  area.  In  this  respect  area  resi- 
dents are  involved  in  our  day  treatment  program,  a  new  program 
which  provides  structured  group  activities  in  the  local  community.

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NEW  HAMPSHIRE  AERONAUTICS  COMMISSION 

The  1975  General  Court  accepted  this  Commission's  recommen- 
dations and  appropriated  $100,000  for  airport  operations  in  FY-76. 
These  funds  are  for  the  support  of  airports  which  are  available  for 
pubhc  use. 

You  have  already  received  an  initial  allocation  made  by  this 
Commission  in  support  of  the  airport  under  your  cognizance.  At  its 
December  10,  1975  meeting,  the  Aeronautics  Commission  allocated 
the  balance  of  the  appropriation. 

The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  advise  that  the  December  action 
will  result  in  $209.30  being  sent  or  delivered  in  the  near  future  in 
support  of  the  Twin  Mountain  Airport.  This,  plus  the  allocation 
delivered  in  the  Fall  of  1975.  will  result  in  State  financial  aid  in  sup- 
port of  the  Twin  Mountain  Airport  for  FY-76  of  $2,093.00. 

This  program  of  State  aid  for  airport  operations  is  a  relatively 
new  development  .  .  .  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  all  of  us  take 
such  actions  as  are  deemed  appropriate  to  inform  the  Parties  re- 
sponsible (that  is,  the  Governor,  the  Members  of  the  General  Court) 
that  it  is  appreciated  .  .  .  and  that  the  program  should  be  con- 
tinued. It  is  of  note  that  the  appropriation  for  FY-77  is  $75,000  (in 
lieu  of  $100,000). 

Although  most  of  you  are  well  aware  of  the  fact,  I  must  advise 
that  the  financial  aid  furnished  by  the  State  through  its  Aeronautics 
Commission  is  to  be  used  in  direct  support  of  the  airport.

NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 

Technical  assistance  with  the  preparation  of  a  town-wide  zoning 
ordinance,  assistance  with  the  flood  insurance  application,  services 
in  revising  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map,  are  the  local  planning 
services  the  North  Country  Council  provided  to  the  town.  NCC  staff 
attended  10  meetings  with  local  officials. 

On  the  regional  level,  the  North  Country  Council  prepared  a 
public  transportation  plan  and  is  working  toward  the  implementa- 
tion of  its  recommendations.  The  Council  became  the  economic 
development  district  for  northern  New  Hampshu-e  on  July,  1975, 
and  is  currently  carrying  out  this  function.  Several  region-wide 
meetings  on  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  regul- 
lations,  economic  development,  seminars  for  planning  board  mem- 
bers, and  recycling  of  newsprint  were  sponsored.  A  recently  com- 
pleted report  entitled  "The  Regulation  of  Mobile  Homes  in  the 
Community,"  prepared  by  the  Council,  provides  technical  informa- 
tion to  planning  board  members  and  local  officials  in  the  area  of 
mobile  homes. 

In  1975,  the  Council  increased  its  base  of  local  support  from  19 
to  29  towns.  The  Council  coordinates  its  activities  with  other  agen- 
cies in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  duplication  of  effort. 

"Planning  News,"  the  Council's  bi-monthly  newsletter,  dis- 
seminates useful  information  on  land  use,  state  legislation,  court 
decisions  and  general  activities  to  interested  persons  in  town.  A 
town  resident  can  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  by  contacting  the 
town's  NCC  representative  or  the  Council  office  in  Franconia,  N.H. 
(Tel.  823-8108). 

In  performing  its  duties,  the  Council  attends  approximately  200 
night  meetings  a  year. 

For  the  future,  continued  activity  in  community  planning  as- 
sistance will  be  emphasized  along  with  major  regional  efforts  in 
economic  development,  land  use  and  housing.  Dissemination  of 
planning  information  will  be  continued.  The  Council  is  working 
closely  with  the  N.H.  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  improve- 
ment and  upgrading  of  the  North  Country's  rail  lines,  especially  the 
Lincoln  hne  and  the  North  Stratford  to  Beecher  Falls  Une. 

The  Council  sincerely  appreciates  and  thanks  the  town  for  its 
support  and  participation.  This  support  has  enabled  the  Council  to 
provide  a  good  deal  of  local  and  regional  services.

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COMMUNITY  ACTION 

In  Coos,  Carroll  and  Grafton  Counties,  Inc. 

Purpose:  Community  Action  has  greatly  expanded  its  objectives 
and  programs.  It  now  serves  a  broad  spectrum  of  the  Tri-County 
community,  continuing  to  provide  significant  social  services  and  to 
sponsor  various  community-economic  development  programs.  Com- 
munity Action  is  largely  governed  by  the  principle  that  if  you 
provide  a  person  a  fish  a  day,  you  provide  for  the  day;  if  you  teach 
him  how  to  fish,  you  provide  him  for  a  lifetime. 

Social  Service  Programs 

Meals  on  Wheels  and  Transportation  for  the  Elderly:  With  cen- 
ters in  Colebrook,  North  Stratford,  Berlin,  Littleton,  Whitefield, 
Plymouth,  Lebanon  and  Conway,  Meals  on  Wheels  provided  over 
1,610  meals  per  week  and  over  80,000  for  the  year  to  the  elderly. 

Transportation  services  are  provided  to  the  elderly  including 
medical  service  vans  with  regularly  scheduled  trips  to  the  medical 
centers  of  White  River,  Hanover  and  Portland. 

Headstart:  With  nine  classrooms  in  Berlin,  Canaan,  Conway, 
Lebanon,  Littleton,  Ossipee,  Plymouth  and  Stratford,  Headstart 
serves  an  average  of  340  preschool  youngsters  and  their  famiUes, 
providing  comprehensive  services. 

Family  Planning:  A  program  providing  medical,  counseling  and 
educational  services  to  both  individuals  and  the  community  at  large. 

Operation  Green  Thumb:  A  program  designed  to  help  people 
lovv'er  their  food  costs  through  gardening  efforts  served  over  5,000 
people  in  1975. 

Operation  Help:  A  fuel  loan  program  designed  to  enable  people 
to  meet  rising  fuel  bills  made  144  loans  at  approximately  $10,000. 

Winterization:  A  new  service  begun  in  the  winter  of  1975,  pro- 
viding insulation,  reduction  of  cold  infiltration,  combination  windows, 
improvement  of  heating  facilities  through  matching  grants  to  eligible 
citizens. 

Manpower:  Working  with  Tri-County  Council  and  County  Com- 
missioners, Community  Action  Manpower  Programs  continue  to 
provide  counseling,  training,  program  development  and  other  sup- 
portive services  to  the  Tri-County  Manpower  training  effort. 

Vista:  Nine  community  Vistas  (residents  of  the  Tri-County 
area)  are  sponsored  by  Community  Action  and  are  providing  infor- 
mation referral  and  general  community  outreach. 

Elderly  Employment:  The  Elderly  Employment  ProgrEim  is 
designed  to  augment  the  income  aind  utilize  the  skills  of  over  60 
elderly  residents. 
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SUMMARY  PROGRAM  OF  THE 
WHITE  MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 
1975  (38th  Year) 

On  November  21,  1974,  the  directors  of  your  White  Mountains 
Region  Association  voted  to  change  its  fiscal  year  from  Sept.  1  - 
Aug.  31  to  July  1  -  June  30  in  order  to  conform  to  the  State's  fiscal 
year.  Due  to  this  change  the  summary  will  cover  activities  for  a 
ten  month  period  (Sept.  1,  1974  to  June  30,  1975),  instead  of  the 
usual  twelve  month  period.  Please  note  that  under  new  guidelines, 
the  State  will  help  fund  your  Region  Association  by  matching  the 
amount  of  monies  raised  by  the  communities. 

Your  Association  sponsored  a  very  successful  and  meaningful 
marketing  seminar  for  the  vacation/recreation  industry  of  northern 
New  Hampshire.  The  two-day  seminar  addressed  such  topics  as 
"What  is  Marketing,"  "Marketing  Analysis,"  "Development  of  a 
Marketing  Program,"  "Advertising  Decisions,"  "Appearance  of 
Establishment,"  "Brochure  Design"  and  "Packaging  Vacation  Fa- 
cilities." 

The  Region  has  a  new  magazine.  Outlook,  published  by  your  As- 
sociation. The  magazine,  which  is  distributed  free  to  all  WMRA 
members,  selectmen,  schools,  libraries  and  businessmen  in  the  re- 
gion, is  designed  to  serve  as  an  in-house  chamber  of  commerce  type 
publication  for  northern  New  Hampshire. 

Regarding  transportation  matters,  your  Association  became  a 
participating  agency  in  the  experimental  air /land  demonstration  for 
the  region.  The  project,  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  N.E.  Regional 
Commission  and  sponsored  by  the  N.H.  Office  of  Comprehensive 
Planning,  includes  daily  round  trip  flights  between  the  Whitefield 
Regional  Airport  and  the  Lebanon  Airport,  with  connecting  fiights  to 
Boston  and  New  York.  In  addition,  a  bus/taxi  system  operates  be- 
tween Berlin  and  Whitefield.  The  Association  entered  into  a  $10,000 
contract  with  the  N.H.  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning  in  an  effort 
to  increase  passenger  useage  through  promotion  and  advertising  of 
both  air  and  ground  systems. 

In  other  activities,  the  Association  continues  to  publish  the  N.H. 
Accommodatiotts  and  Dining  Directory,  the  Where-to-Stay  folder,  and 
the  White  Mts.  Map,  the  Fall  Foliage  Shunpike  folder,  and  the  Canoe- 
ing and  Kayaking  folder,  as  weU  as  publishing  the  weekly  bulletin 
of  lodging  inquiries.  It  also  distributes  other  state  and  local  brochures 
in  an  effort  to  bolster  the  north  country's  economy. 
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Your  Association's  executive  director  again  attended  the  Spring- 
field Exposition  in  an  effort  to  boost  the  four-season  vacation  travel 
trade  in  the  region.  While  there,  he  spoke  on  Hartford  (Ck>nn.)  radio 
about  the  region  and  what  it  has  to  offer.  In  addition,  he  also  attended 
the  Boston  Sportsman's  Show  in  an  effort  to  attract  visitors  to  our 
region. 

The  Region  Association  is  participating  in  4-H  programs  in  Coos, 
Carroll  and  Grafton  Counties  under  somewhat  different  guidelines.  As 
a  result  of  a  meeting  between  the  Association  and  the  three  4-H 
agents,  it  was  decided  to  divide  up  the  approximately  $600  among  the 
three  counties,  with  each  county  to  spend  its  proportionate  share  as 
it  sees  fit.  The  only  requirement  is  that  each  county  must  give  the 
Association  an  accounting  of  how  those  funds  were  spent. 

In  late  May-early  June,  your  executive  director  spent  several 
days  distributing  bulk  orders  of  WMRA  promotional  brochures  to  the 
numerous  chamber  of  commerce  information  booths  in  the  region  as 
weU  as  several  State  Highway  rest  areas.  In  addition,  with  the  very 
able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Simonds,  numerous  bulk  orders  of  brochures 
were  sent  to  travel  clubs.  Automobile  Associations,  and  Travel  Agen- 
cies throughout  the  country  and  Canada. 

With  respect  to  the  N.H.  Council  of  Region  Associations,  of  which 
your  executive  director  is  secretary,  it  was  disclosed  at  a  meeting 
during  the  year  that  the  State,  beginning  in  the  second  year  of  the 
biennium,  will  fund  each  Association  on  the  basis  of  the  "local  share." 
Specifically,  the  amount  of  State  funds  received  will  be  determined 
by  the  amount  and  number  of  communities  which  appropriate.  Under 
this  system,  it  would  appear  this  region  would  gain  financially,  but 
only  if  the  north  country  communities  continue  to  support  its  Associa- 
tion. 

Your  executive  director  was  privileged  to  participate  on  an 
ad  hoc  committee  set  up  to  design  and  publish  a  brochure,  Tourism/ 
Recreation  Equals  Jobs  and  Taxes.  An  informational  brochure  of 
this  type,  which  spells  out  the  significance  of  this  mdustry  to  the  re- 
gion and  to  the  State,  has  been  sorely  needed. 

Other  activities  of  your  executive  director  and  the  Association 
duruig  this  ten-month  period  include:  Appropriated  funds  to  assist  in 
the  publication  of  a  Christmas  Tree  Vendor's  List  in  an  effort  to  assist 
the  1.7  million  dollar  industry  in  the  northern  three  counties,  attended 
numerous  executive  committees  and  full  board  meetings  of  the  White 
Mountains  Center  for  Music  and  the  Arts  for  which  your  executive 
director  serves  as  secretary.  (Parenthetically,  the  Association  dis- 
tributes Festival  folders  around  the  region  and  through  the  mails  in 
answer  to  numerous  written  inquiries),  attended  several  meetings 
with  personnel  from  VTN,  the  organization  which  has  undertaken  the 
Franconia  Notch  environmental  impact  project  for  the  State;  attend- 
ed numerous  budget  hearings,  met  with  many  selectmen  in  the  region 
to  better  acquaint  them  with  the  activities  of  this  Association,  spoke 
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on  radio  regarding  WMRA  activities  as  well  as  to  civic  groups  in  the 
region,  appropriated  $100  as  a  WMRA  contribution  to  the  restoration 
of  Bedell  Bridge  and,  in  addition,  $25  to  the  White  Mt.  Museum  of 
Forest  History;  set  up  a  news  conference  for  the  White  Mts.  Center 
for  Music  and  the  Arts,  attended  a  press  conference  at  Storyland  and 
at  Cranmore  (site  of  the  Volvo  Tennis  Tournament),  attended  the 
Colebrook  town  meeting  and  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Association  and 
its  programs,  participated  in  a  Career  Night  at  Gorham  High  School, 
assisted  the  State  on  a  Fourth  of  July  article  of  events  in  the  region, 
participated  in  the  seminars  sponsored  by  the  North  Country  Council 
regarding  a  long  range  bus  transportation  study  for  the  region,  and 
spoke  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.H.  Industrial  Agents  Association 
in  Conway.  The  Association  answered  3,676  single  inquiries,  wrote 
195  personal  lettrs,  sent  44  bulletins  of  lodging  and  real  estate,  sent 
9,238  mimeographed  letters  and  wrote  18  news  releases  and  1  news- 
letter.
